MC LAUGHLIN 
blames the Democratic Party for the National Debt, the rise in 
crime rate, and for representing Communism within the United 
States . 


MC LAUGHLIN indicated that although she does regularly 
call senators and congressmen, she does not specifically threaten 
to kill them herself. MC LAUGHLIN stated rather that she repeats 
things she has either read or heard about the congressman to the 
individual answering the telephone. MC LAUGHLIN stated that many 
of the things she has either read or heard have come from RUSH 
LIMBAUGH, the newspaper, and various political books which were 
scattered around her living room at her apartment. MC LAUGHLIN 
indicated that she would not personally hurt any of the 
congressmen or senators whom she calls but does believe they 
deserve to die for their handling of the affairs of the United 
States Government . MC LAUGHLIN stated ”... it would be a better 
world if people like him (Senator Byrd) were eliminated.” 

MC LAUGHLIN further indicated that she does not like
